attacks at all hours of.the day and 
night. 

Although they are commanded by 
élose supporters of Abd-el-Krim, it 
must not be thought that the Beni 
Zerouals would. be any less aggressive 
if left to themselves, for they are the 
most warlike among.the Northern 
Moroccans. and have been rebels 
against the Sultan longer than Abd-el- 
Krim’s tribe itself.

Two Paris Law Professors Say 
Treasury Inquiries Violate 
the International Code. 


REPRISALS ARE DEMANDED

PARIS, May 23.—The French busi- 
ness. newspaper, Journee Industrielle, 
which: a few days ago published a 
résumé of American attempts to apply 
certain’ provisions of the Fordney 
Tariff bill in France, today prints opin- 
ions of two professors of the; Paris 
Law Faculty regarding the measures 
taken by the United States Treasury 
Départment against the firm of Boué 
Soeurs for failure to reveal production 
costs to Treasury agents. 

Professor Achille Mestre thinks the 
American Treasury investigations are 
abusive, but even if the United States 
applies the.Fordney bill strictly in 
cases where foreign firms refuse to 
show their books, the-fact that the mer- 
chandise of such firms is seized and 
sold at public auction he declares in 
itself is contrary to the elementary 
principles of law. 

Professor Mest re considers the prob- 
lem chiefly political, and says the 
French Government should provide re- 
tortionary measures which would be 
quite effective, because thhe United 
States is oversaturated with certain 
manufactured goods which must be 
sold abroad. 

Professor Etienne Bartin says the 
procedure used by the American Gov- 
ernment against Boue Soeurs is more 
than unfriendly and gives the impres- 
sion that the United States is. acting 
under the influence of an overexcited 
national spirit. 

He says that for the United States 
to send agents to conduct investiga- |. 
tions on French territory is contrary 
to international law, because the sov- 
ereignty of a State cannot extend be- 
yond its own territory. Thus, he adds, 
M. Montegt, the manager of Boue 
Soeurs, was absolutely right in refus- 
ing to show his boeks to the American 
fiscal envoy. 

On the other hand, Professor Bartin 
Meclares that no State has the right 
to facilitate the inquisitorial activities 
othe agents of another State on its 
territory, even tho’ 
the privilege of send 
to conduct: similar —— 

The professor says that the courts 5 of 
England, Belgium and France have 
denied the right. of anyx Government 
to help another State in its fiscal in- 
vestigations of any sort, \although the 
Austrian and German courts have oc- 
casionally handed down decisions to 
the contrary. 

Professor Bartin adds that while the 
French merchant has an absolute right 
to refuse to show his accounts to for- 
eign agehts, the United States has 
also the right to prohfbit entry to the 
merchandise exported by such a mer- 
chant, but that such a right should 
not exceed the reshipment of the mer- 
chandise to the: port of origin.

JAIL ROOF CAVES IN; 
‘BEDLAM FOLLOWS 


Forty-four Prisoners, Scared, Yell 
for an Hour, Thinking. Place 
Was Being Bombed.

ATLANTIC CITY, May 23.—Bedlam 
broke loose among forty-four prison- 
ers in the Atlantic City jail tonight 
when nearly six hundred square feet 
of the roof and skylight of the jail 
suddenly collapsed and crashed down 
atop the steel cages with a deafening 
roar that echoed and re-echoed through 
police headquarters. Two women pris- 
oners fainted while the rest of the ‘n- 
mates, made almost frantic by the 
shouts of a prisoner that the jail was 
being bombed, tugged at the heavy 
bars of their cells and set up a con- 
tinuous yell that lasted for nearly an 
hour. 


The accident occurred while a num- 
ber of house duty policemen and city 
detectives were either out for supper 
or assigned to street duty. Turnkey 
Dicicaco, on duty in the jail, received 
the first inkling that something was 
wrong when an inmate of the upper 
tier of cells suddenly shouted that 
glass was falling on the roof of her 
cell. “Dicic&co started to mount the 
steps leading to the upper tier, when 
suddenly with a deafening crash the 
roof collapsed in a crash of twisted 
iron .and Reel and hésvy broken plate 
‘glass that formed the: skylight.

A speech made at Saint Etienne to- 
Gay by ex-Premier Herriot who may 
succeed Premier Briand within a 
week's time—shows that the leader of 
the Left Cartel has not modified his 
views, which alarmed the business 
world of France, and that the reforms 
promised bankers and business men by 
Premier Briand in exchange for their 
financial support of:the france here and 
abroad, may fail unless the present 
Cabinet is modified in a manner which 
will cteate a new majority based on 
the Centre and moderate Right par- 
ties. But there is nothing on the po- 
litical horizon to allow the hope that 
such a majority will be sought.

Because of the importance of these 
partisan movements and their rgla- 
tionship to the financial problem a 
whole, the settlement of the war debts 
has dropped into second place, but re- 
mains very much in the public mind 
as a result of two meetings held today. 

Veterans and Taxpayers Protest. . 

The first was the Marseilles As- 
sembly of the ‘‘Taxpayers’ League,” 
recently organized to protest against 
the ‘‘fiscal excesses of the Govern- 
ment.“ The League today adopted a 
resolution asking the Government to 
close the accounts of all war debts and 
credits reading in part: 

“France asks nothing more from her 
debtors, including Germany and Rus- 
sia, but asks in return the cancella- 
tion of all debts contracted by herself 
during the war. She suggests an agree- 
ment between all powers and the shar- 
ing of their financial, industrial and 
commercial resources.’’ 

The other and more important meet- 

ing was that of the Congress of Dis- 
abled War Veterans held. at Metz, 
where the President of the republic 
has gone to preside at the closing ban- 
quet. ‘The disabled veterans voted a 
resolution asking that a committee of 
men undertake a widespread propa- 
ganda campaign showing the country 
the danger of ratifying the Washing- 
ton agreement. One spokesman de- 
clared : 
In all their congresses the veterans 
have risen against the injustice and 
odiousness of a settlement between the 
old Allies of debts contracted to 
achieve the common victory.”’ 

Another speaker advised against the 
attitude adopted but only because ‘he 
wondered under what conditions Am- 
bassador Berenger was constrained to 
accept the Washington agreement and 
what political, economic and_ social 
consequences might follow a refusal to 
ratify it.’’ / 

Two Members of Parliament belong- 
ing to the association said it ‘‘would 
not be worthy of France to ratify 
agreements which she knows she can- 
not fulfill and it would be a mon- 
strosity on the part of the generation 
which fought the war to agree to an 
insupportable burden which would be 
imposed for sixty years on coming 
generations.” 

At another veterans’ congress held 
today—that of the former members. of 
the Salonki Army—the President of the 
French committee told the Serbian del- 
egate that ‘‘France is a great creditor 
of her allies but she asks nothing of 
them beyond gratitude.”’ 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA 
LOCK HORNS ON DEBT 


Soviet Is Inclined to Settle, but 
Treaty Negotiators Are Far 
Apart on Terms.

PARIS, May 23.—The Franco-Rus- 
sian treaty negotiations have again 
found. an opportunity to disagree. Al- 
though a month ago the discussions 
ran into a blind alley on the’ question 
of recognition of the Czarist debts, to- 
day the difficulties were concerned 
with the service of these debts. Ap- 
parently the Russians abandoned their 
former position and for some reason 
did not want the fact known. At any 
rate they are no — to an agree- 
ment with the French, despite the im- 
portance of the fact that they have 
recognized the debts enough to study 
means of paying them. 

The_French delegates in the course 
of the resumed negotiations have been 
insisting on the Russians assuring the 
best service on a basis of 25 or 30 per 
cent. of the gold franc value of the 
coupons—a basis little higher than the 
paper franc value on the French 
domestic markets. But the Russians 
would not accept more than 10 per cent. 
of the coupon values—the payment of 
ten francs for every hundred francs of 
‘interest—without any consideration of 
tedemption of the loans. While pre- 
war Russia paid the Freneh bond- 
holders 100,000,000 gold francs annually, 
the French now ask 125,000,000 gold 
francs and the Soviets offer only 40,- 
000,000, or $7,722,000, which is one- 
fourth of France’s first American 
annuity. 

As a result of the positions taken up 
by the two delegations, the Frénch 
have decided to admit representatives 
of the French holders of Russian 
bonds to the negotiations and have 
informed the Russians that a settle- 
ment of the debt service problem must 
be accomplished before any other mat- 
ters are discussed between the two 
countries. This indicates a . great 
change in the frame of mind of the 
French since they began the Russian 
negotiations. The Russians have been 
put.into.a position where they must 
Pet pace the debts and agree to begin 
debt service. In exchange Russia has 
been given the advantage of practical 
cancellation of 70 per cent. of the in- 
debtedness. In other words, the nego- 
tiations have now entered a phase 
which might better have been the 
opening phase of the negotiations, 
which began on Feb. 5 last.

FIRE CHIEF STIRS IRE, 
OF JEWISH VETERANS 


200 at Memorial Service Ask 
Walker to Oust Dorman for 
Anecdote Over Radio. 


STORY TOLD TO FIREMEN 


Veterans Resent It as a Slander on 
‘ Jews and Telegraph to 
the Mayor. 


The dismissal of Fire Commissioner 
John J. Dorman was asked of Mayor 
Walker in a resolution adopted unani- 
mously by more than 200 Jewish Veter- 
ans of the War of the Republic at 
their. annual memorial services, held 
yesterday afternoon in the Riverside 
Synagogue, 310 West 103d Street. An 
anecdote offered as a bit of humor 
and featuring a supposititious Cohen 
family that the Commissioner broad- 
cast- over WNYC at the Firemen’s 
Holy Name Society Communion Break- 
fast yesterday morning at the Hotel 
Astor led to the demand. 

The story was overheard by Morris 
Florea, Commander of the Manhattan 


Post of Jewish Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, who tuned in on WNYC for 
the Holy Name activities. It concerned 
the two children of a Mr. Cohen who 
were playing with matches outside 
their home. Mrs. Cohen, it developed, 
cried out to the youngsters to stop 
playing with the matches or they 
might get hurt, whereupon Mr. Cohen 
said, ‘“‘Don‘t play with the matches 
there; come into the’house.” 

Morris J. Mendelsohn, Commander- 
in-chief of the Veterans, and Colonel 
Maurice Simmons, past, Commander, 
launched*the attack on the Fire Com- 
missioner. Commander Mendelsohn 
called the anecdote ‘‘a serious asper- 
sion on the Jew by a servant of ~the 
city, whose pay we Jews contribute 
to, and over the Municipal Radio 
which is also paid for and supported 
by taxes, partly from Jewish citizens.” 

“When the Fire Commissioner ut- 
tered these words he deemed it a 
joke,"* said Mr. Mendelsohs, “but it 
was no joke, particularly when ut- 
tered by a public official. That of- 
ficial is unfit for the position he holds, 
and I suggest a resolution to dismiss 
him from office.’’ 


’ Colonel Simmons Leads Attack. 


Colonel Simmons, who is a Demo- 
crat, called the Commissioner’s joke 
“a foul and vicious_aspersion on the 
Jewish race.” “I, as a taxpayer and 
as a former member of the Mayor’s 
cabinet, denounce this foul slander, 
this implication that a characteristic 
of the Jewish ‘race is arson or incen- 
diarism. The Fire Commissioner 
should be booted out of public office. 
I don’t care whom I hurt by these re- 
marks, nor do I care for any political 
consequences.” 

Coloflel Simmons then offered the 
resolution urged by Commander Men- 
delsohn for adoption, putting it in the 
following words: 

‘“‘Whereas it is reported that a Fire 
Commissioner of the City of New York 


in a public address this day did by 
unseemly innuendo cast: invidious as- 
persions on his Jewish -fellow<citizens, 
all posts of the New York Jewish Vet-

When put to a vote the resolution met 
with a thunderous chorus of “ayes.” 
It was forwarded to Mayor Walker 
last night by telegraph. 

Congressman Nathan D. Perlman, 
speaking on “Religious Freedom and 
Equal Rights,”’ declared that America 
had fought many wars for humani- 
tarianism op freedom. ‘The right of 
freedom of religious belief in this coun- 
try is greatly due to the fact that Jews 
and gentiles fought together in the 
Revolution, and that in every war 
since tha: time the Jew has stood even 
more than ‘his share of the brunt of 


war.” ; 
Rabbi Assails Prohibition. 


Rabbi Edward Lissman, Honorary 
Chaplain-in-Chief of the Jewish Vet- 
erans, attacked the Government for 
spending .“‘millions of dollars trying to 
enforce prohibition while it is cutting 
down on the pensions to the war vet- 
erans and heroes of the Great War.’’ 
“This failure to pay proper attention 
to the veterans of the Great War,”’ 
said the rabbi, “is the greatest dis- 
grace there is today upon this country. 

“During the war,’’ he continued, 
“plenty of hospitals were available for 
the wounded, but ‘these, were torn 
down and it has now taken about eight 
years to produce. hospitals sufficient 
to care for the men.”’ 

Preceding the’ service, a parade of 
the 200 veterans, including five veter- 
ans of the Civil War and many of the 
Spanish War, was held from the Jew- 
ish Centre, 31 West - Highty - sixth 
Street, to the synagogue. A special 
police escort and the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum Field’ Band accompanied the 
parade, which was headed by Colonel 
Peter Schwartz as: grand marshal. 
Alice Sanford Baker and the Rev.

foreseen by H. Seward, later 
visualised so accurately by John Hay, 
and then declared to have begun by 
Theodore Roosevelt, is taking form. 
The reorientation of international 
polity that we observe here is merely 
the effort of those powérs which are 
factors in devéloping this new era (or 
think they are) to adapt their policies 
\to existing and forthcofning conditions. 


As things stand, the British tion 
and policy in China seem to con- 
fronted by the greater embarrassments 
and irritations. These gre a disability 
which Great Britain incurred by her 
previous political action and commer- 
cial success here. They are pendlties 
of a “premier position’ in the foreign 
trade and industrial development of 
China. 

The foregoing comes to mind, partly, 
because at the moment the British 
are making a conciliatory gesture 
which, it is hoped, will moderate the 

vailing anti-British psychosis of the 
Phinese.- A commission headed. by 
Lord Willingdon, a gentleman of ex- 
tremely agreeable personality, is_visit- 
ing China. Its purpose is to decide 
(or recommend) how to use the. re- 
mainder of the ‘‘Boxer’’ indemnity due 
to Great Britain, and which now is to 
be given to China. .The British Gov- 
ernment invited several Chinese to co- 
operate with the commission in mak- 
ing a decision. 

For some weeks now the joint British 
and Chinese Commission has 
traveling about China. They are ¥ 
received everywhere by the Chinese 
and have been liberally entertained. 
These — — opportunity 
for much p —— which 
Lord Willtvagen — — his colleagues use 
skillfully. 

On the whole, an agreeable impres 
“sion is created. It is not hard to Five 
away money; even European Govern- 
ments will take it. Chinese and for- 
eigners have different idéas about 
which is the better way to use that 
money, and rivalry of interests trying 
to participate in the allocation gives 
zest to the proceedings. I will not 
digress now to discuss the various pro- 
posals. 


But Hongkong Boycott Continues. 


Viewed, however, as a political ges- 
ture I doubt if this restoration will 
have gn appreciable effect with Chin- 
ese psychology on broad national ques- 
tions.

as asserted, that the British Govern- 
ment now foregoes that indemnity re- 
mainder out of generosity and from 2 
sincere wish to help China.

It so obviously 
ig a,reflex of a similar action of the 
American Government many years ago, 
and of other political expediencies. It 
was not conceived as a palliative to the 
events of the last year in China, be- 
cause the intention of the Briti8h Gov- 
ernment to do it was announced before 
these events; but Chinese connect the 
two things mentally, and it will be‘ 
hard, if it ever is possible, to dissoci- 
ate them. : 

Moreover, a policy of restitution, once 
begun, may be hard to stop. 

Which leads to the Hongkong-Canton 
embroglio, at the moment the “out- 
standing irritation of Anglo-Chinese 
relations. And it is apt to remain an 
outstanding issue for a long time. 

That is a peculiar situation. On the 
surface it appears to oO: ate with 
and flow from the incident of June 23 
last, when there was an. armed col- 
lision between Chinese and foreigners 
at Canton that resulted in fatalities.

Would Make Canton~a Great Port. 


Imagine that a Huropean power pos- 
sessed Staten Island in New York Bay 
and held by lease a considerable area 
on the adjacent Jersey mainland, and 
that it also occupied Blackwell's Island 
as a residential concession, where the 
jurisdiction and laws of that foreign 


power obtained, and you have an 
analogy of the Canton-Hongkong sit- 
uation, Canton is the natural (omit- 
ting Hongkong) port. for Southern 
China, and since they learned the 
value of such things the Cantonese 
have cultivated designs to make a 
modern seaport there. That was one 
of Sun Yat-sen’s dreams. He had elab- 
orate plans for the port made and be- 
gan an effort to capitalize the project. 
Sun accued Hongkong of blocking his 
project, and without doubt the colony 
was strongly opposed to it, for obvious 
reasons. 

Out here the British seem to think 
they answer Chinese opposition to the 
status of Hongkong by saying, truth- 
fully, that it is a free port, that it 
provides every facility to commerce 
that Canton could, and that it is no 
impediment, but rather is a help, to 
the development of Southern China. 

Chinese retort, granting that Hong- 
kong is the “natural” port for South- 
ern China, that only proves that the 
place must be recovered by China, for 
no nation should or will submit to 
‘having one of its essential ports held 
by a foreign Government.

DR. SPINDEN IS BACK 
FROM EXPLORATIONS 


Brings Relics of ‘Ancient Indian 
Art From North Honduras 
__ and Islands Off Coast. 


» \ 


TELLS OF. TRIP IN “PITPAN” 


Boat Made of Hollowed Log Took 
Him Far Up River—Natives Were 
Amazing Watermen. 


Dr. Herbert J. Spinden of the Mason- 
Spinden Expedition to Central America, 
which left New York last January; 


J returned yesterday on the Ulua of the 


United Fruit Line with a follection 
of interesting relics from North Hon- 
duras and the islands of that coast. 

Dr. Spinden ascended the Plantain 
River for six days with Paya Indians, 
including the wife of one of them, 


‘|who did the primitive cooking for the 


party and carried her baby with her 
on the trip. The journey was made 


of a mahogany log. Whe boat was 
about, thirty-five feet*long and three 
feet tide, Dr. Spinden said. The In- 
dians speared three tapirs and two 
peccaries and caught a number of 
birds and fish on which they lived 
during the three weeks’ trip.’ The 
game was. smoked at night over the 
campfire. 


Found Gold in Streams. 


Gold was found in seVeral streams, 
Dr. Spinden said, but he did not, wagte 
any time over the mining prospects of 
the country, as his object was to 


collect specimens of the ‘arts of In- 
dians living there before the discovery 
of Honduras by Columbus in the fif- 
teenth century. He obtairied some fine 
carved stones which bore artistic de- 
signs of animals and birds’ heads, and 
two large’ stones for-grinding corn, 
which he had brought down to the 


coast. 

For -eight miles the Paya _Indians 
carried them slung to poles f their 
shoulders and walked through pools 
7 to 100 feet in width with three feet 
or more of water over their heads, ne 
said. The Indians were kept steady 
and upright though submerged by 
their burden, and called this ‘‘walking 
like the tapir.” i 

Dr. Spinden said he also visited the 
Island of Rustan, off the coast of 
North Honduras, where he found in- 
teresting specimens of ancient potteiy, 
carved shells, bones and other’ relics 
of the ancient tribes, and also im- 
plements used by the British pirates 
who captured the islands from ‘the 
Spaniards and held them for several 
years. 

He said that the life of the Paya 
Indians was most, interesting and as 
primitive as it had been for centuries. 

Speaking of -his experiences on the 
trip into the interior of North Hon- 
duras, Dr. Spinden said: 

“The journey up the Plantain River 
furnished a marvelous insight for 
students of primitive peoples into 
really primitive ways of living. My 
two pitpans carried seven ‘able-bodied 
Paya Indians. The wife of one, who 
went along to do the cooking, carried 
her year-and-a-half-old baby boy in 
exactly the same fashion as the mon- 
keys of Central America carry their 
young. Late and early, this Indian 
woman was smoking the fish and 
other game on a drying frame of 
poles built_at every night’s camp, and 
by day was paddling or fording rapids 
with her baby om her back. She car- 
ried out a seventy-five-pound grinding 
stone from the archaeological site 
eight miles inland, holding her baby 
in her arms and supporting the stone 
from a line across her forehead. 


Surprised at Indian Prowess. 


“When we came to se deep pools 
in the steep-sided ravin@s, the Indians 
had almost exhausted their strength. 
I knew the hard climb would be too 
much for them. ' . 

‘When I suggested they should drag 
the stones through the pools, they 
said: ‘No, we can walk like the tapir 


on tae bottom.’ 

“The tapir is a clumsy animal allied 
to the elephant, and is popularly sup- 
posed to amble along the bottom of 
rivers. The Indians, balancing their 
poles carefully on their shoulders, and 
taking a deep breath, walked into the 
pool and across. 

“Th effect of refraction was very 


appear like wobbling dwarfs. 

“Throughout Central America the 
Indians are accustomed to carry a 
heavy stone on their shoylder to give 
them footing when crossing swift 
streams, They are wonderful swim- 
mers in extremely swift and seething 
waters, adept at getting up and down 
rivers that are full of rapids, as the 
Plantain was. 

Speaking of the second part of his 
expedition in Central America, Dr. 
Spinden said: 

“The bay islands, including Ruatan, 
Bonacca and Utilla, have had an in- 
teresting history. Columbus found 
them inhabited by Indians when he 
sighted land on his final voyage, but 
these natives were soon afterward car- 
ried to por, cies slaves without any ac- 
counts of eir original language or 
culture. 

“About 1660 the deserted isles were 
seized by», lish pirates, who built 
forts and s. In 1795 the English 
dumped 5,000 Caribs from St. Vincent 
on uatan. because they were too 
friendly with the French. From Rua- 
tan the Caribs spread to the mainland 
of Honduras and Guatemala. Next 
came the Bay islanders, mostly, from 
the Grand Cayman, a sturdy seafaring 
folk speaking English. . The islands 
now recognize the flag of Honduras, 
but one hears little or no Spanish 
spoken there. 4 

“The archaeology giving the only key 
to the mystery of the first inhabitants 
has never been studied. Hearing there 
was pottery in caves aoe a 
effort to procure.some of it." The most 
interesting caves were of  pot- 
tery—broken but showing interesting 
designs—under high limestone cliffs on 
the tops of hills. These’ were appar-' 
ently ancient cemeteries, for bones 
.were common as well as large ‘gea- 
shells.

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EXPEDITION TO MAP. 
ALASKA FROM THE AIR 


Navy ‘Sends Picked Personnel 
- With Aircraft and Tender to 
Survey Last Frontier. 


mapping of Alaska, America’s last 
frontier, is the task assigned to a 
group of picked naval aviators, photog- 
raphers and mechanics, some of whom 
sailed from San Diego last night on 
the aircraft tender Gannet for Ketchi- 
kan. \ 

Three amphibian planes, which will 
be employed this;:Summer and early 
in the: Autumn

will take off from San Diego Bay to-

_The expedition is commanded by 
Lieutenants B. H. Wyatt, one of the 
navy’s most experienced pilots, and ‘is 
to work under the direct supervision 
of Admiral Charles F. Hughes, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Pacific battle, 


fieet. It-is the best equipped expedi- 
tion of its kind ever undertaken by the 
Bureau of Aeronautics. 

In the air mapping ‘expedition proper 
are seven officers and 37 enlisted men, 
every one an expert in his particular 
work. The party aboard the Gannet 
includes Lieutenant William Spear, 
commanding, three other officers and 
58 men. ; 

A >250-ton ammunition barge, ~hich 
has been converted at the Bremerton 
navy yard into a floating home for 
the seaplane personnel and as a labo- 
ratory, will be towed by the Gannet 
from Bremerton to Ketchikan, then to 
other points along the Aldskan coas 
as the survey proceeds. ‘ 

Hopping off from San Diego tomor- 
row, the three amphibian planes will 
fly direct to San Francisco for re-fuel- 
ing, whence they will go to Crescent 
City, Oregon and Sand Point, Wash- 
ington. At Sand Point a fourth am- 
phibian will join the expedition. About 
May 31 the four planes will leave 
Puget Sound for Ketchikan, stopping at 
Alert Bay on Prince Rupert Island to 
refuel from the Gannet. . During the 
flight from San Francisco to Crescent 
City the Gannet will act as a patrol 
station off Humboldt Bay. 

The area to be mapped this Summer 
includes great areas of snow-capped 
mountains, icy rivers, tremendous 
glaciers and great forests.

PROSECUTOR FIGHTS 


‘WHITTEMORE DELAY 
Will Ask Supreme Bench Today 
for Special Session Soon 


on Motion for Retrial. 


DEFENSE COUNSEL WILLING 


Chief Judge Indicates Hearing May 
Be Next Saturday—City 
Hostile to Slayer. *

BALTIMORE, Md., May 23.—State’s 
Attorney. Herbert R. O’Conor will ap- 
pear before Chief Justice James P. 
Gorter of the Supreme Bench of Balti- 
more City tomorrow to request a spe- 
cial session of that body on Saturday 
next to hear the motion of Richard 
Reese Whittemore for a new trial... 

Whittemore was convicted here last 
Friday of murder in the first, degre 
for the slaying of Robert H. Holtman, 
a Maryland penitentiary guard. Judge 
Eugene O’Dunne of the Criminal Court, 
who presided at the tria], announced 
that he would withhold sentence until 
\next week. 

Yesterday Edgar Allan Poe, attorney 
for Whittemore, filed a motion for a 
new trial. In accordance with the 
Maryland practice, the sentencing of 
Whittemore is automatically delayed 
until after the motion for a new trial 
has been acted upon. 

The Supreme Bench is composed of 
eleven Judges from all courts in Bal- 
timore City, including Judge O’Dunne, 
Chief Judge Gorter, who:has been away 
ill, announced on his return this af- 
ternoon that he would be ready to hear 
the State’s Attorney’s petition tomor- 
row. ~* — 

Willing to Rush Case. 


“at Mr. O’Conor appears before me 
in the morning,’’ Judge Gorter said, 
“T will call the other Judges of the 
Supreme Bench together at the noon 
recess, and if it is agreeable to them, 
we will set next Saturday as the day 
for hearing the motion. Otherwise, it 
will have to wait until the latter part 
of June.” ;

There were one or two casualties to 
the natives of his party from the same 
Indians. I don’t believe that Roosevelt 
or any of. his party saw these In- 
dians. At any rate they are one of 
the least known races of the world, 
and it is my hope to be able to culti- 
vate friendly relations with them and 
learn something about them. If they 
were hostile enough to force back the 
Brazilian and the Philadelphia expedi- 
tion, I do not expect them to be 
friendly, but I have been able to 
make friends with the natives in many 
parts of South America and I am very 
eager to try these people. From the 
scientific. angle the study of these 
natives would be one of the most im- 
portant objects of the expedition. 

“I don’t know just how I would try 
to conciliate them. It depends on con- 
ditions. Sometimes you find they have 
fled and left their cabins deserted at 
your approach. You can leave a knife 
or a string of beads or something of 
the kind as a present. That is some- 
times enough to break the ice. 


How to Treat the Indians. 


‘When one suddenly meets hostile 
Indians, there is only one thing to do. 
That is to do nothing whatever. Don’t 
approach with outstretched hand. The 
Indian is no hand-shaker. He doesn’t 
know our customs. Try to shake 
hands with him and he is likely to 
try to put a spear through you. He 
expects you either to attack him or 
to run away. In either case’ he will 
send an arrow or a spear at you. But, 
if you do nothing, it puzzles him and 
it may reassure him. After remain- 
ing absolutely still for a.time, it may 
be advisable to put your hand to your 
mouth to indicate that you are 
h , and: to show some beads, in- 
dicating that you would like to trade 
them for food. 

“I was compelled to learn this secret. 
One time when I was too sick 
move, a party of Indians came upon 
me. ‘They waited for some move on 
my part. I did not have the strength 
to move. They seemed greatly sur- 
prised at my inaction and disappeared 
for a few minutes, apparently for a 
consultation. Then they came back 
and watched again. to see what I 
would do.

There is plenty of game, al- 
though most of it cannot be highly 
recommended. Pajm heads and a fuh- 
guslike mushroom are about the only 
produce that you can depend on. There 
are edible snails. Among the animals, 
~the agouti is perhaps the best to eat. 
Tapir meat is very tough. I have 
eaten it on occasion. It is like very 
tough and unpalatable teef. The flesh 
of the peccary is not bad if it is boiled 
four times’ and then roasted. Toucan 
is so tough that you can hardly eat the 
flesh at all. By stewing it for four 
hours you can get some nourishment 
out of it. Birds of the macaw family 
are to be treated in about the, same 
way if they are to be eaten. 

“Insects, of course, are your worst 
enemies. Roosevelt never fully re- 
covered from the malarial fever con- 
tracted in South America. The mos- 
quito is one of many insect enemies. 
By constant washing with perman- 
ganate of potash; by using efficient 
netting and dressing carefully to keep 
insects away, you may get through 
without severe suffering on this ac- 
count. I have on previous trips been 
compelled to stop and camp for sev- 
eral days to treat members of the 
party whose legs were so swollen from 
insect bites that they could not safely 
move. 

Roosevelt wrote his book on the 
River of Doubt in great haste and 
left many questions unanswered, which 
can be cleared up, if-we have good for- 
tune, on ‘the more leisurely trip that I 
contemplate.

MERTHYR-TYDFIL, Wales, May 23 
().—The grimly determined demeanor 
of the women of this mining village 
at the head“of the Merthyr Valley, 
with its largely Welsh population, is a 
constant reminder that the women and 
children are bearing the brunt of the 
miners’ fight for what they consider 
a just wage. 

Without grumbling and almost sav- 
agely cheerful, mothers go about the 
task of feeding large families even 
though wages for strike pay is not 
forthcoming. 

Where tne- average income is about 
$10.50 weekly when the men are em- 
ployed, there-is now $2.75 weekly al- 
lowance to the strikers’ wives from 
the County Guardians. There is no 
strike pay anywhere in South Wales, 
although the miners daily besiege 
union headquarters in the villages for 


Local strike committees declare their 
funds are nearly exhausted... Few ad- 
mit the desperate condition, but evi- 
dence is everywhere of hunger in the 
homes, particularly among those chil- 
dren whose parents will not allow 
them to eat at the school soup 
kitchens. 

These youngsters are forced wist- 
fully to watch their playmates satis- 
fying their hunger while their own ap- 
petites go unappeased. Schoolmasters 
tell of cases of children boasting of the 
splendid meals provided them when 
the neighbors know the families are 
living on bread, margarine and tea. 

In many cases children are unable 
to play in the stony school yards be- 
cause their shoes are without soles. 
Dozens of half-naked tots are to be 
seen’ in every village. 

As a whole, the miners’ children are 
badly. clad; some of them. resemble 
small rag bags as they run along the 
roads, cups in hand, on the way to 
soup kitchens.

How the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching in- 
Greased its resources by $500,000 and 
ftg annual income by $50,000 within 
the past year by taking advantage of 
an opportunity to exchange securities, 
ig told in the twentieth annual report 
made public yesterday. 

“The United States Steel Corporation 


having made proposals for the redemp- 
tion of some of its bonds held by Mr. 
Carnegie’s several philanthropies,’”’ the 
Teport says, “the Executive Committee 
em: the President to act for the 
Carnegie’ Foundation, together with 
representatives of the Carnegie En- 
downment for International Peace and 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton, in negotiations for such redemp- 
tion. 
Prefite by Bond Exchange. 

“Im accordance with this action there 
was delivered to the United States 
Bteel Corporation $5,500,000 par value 
of its fifty-year 5 per cent. bonds. In 
exchange the Foundation secured 
$610,290.90 in cash and bonds of sub- 
sidiaries of the United States Steel 
Corporation, bearing the guarantee of 
that ration, to the value of $5,- 
620,520. Thus the Foundation received 
approximately 115 for its Steel bonds, 
and so increased its holdings by a par 
value of approximately $500,000, and 
its income by approximately $50,000.’’ 

Under the head of “The Saving of 
College Sport,” Dr. Harry 8. Prit- 
chett, President of the Foundation, 
discusses criticisms of the commer- 
eialism and overemphasis of athletics. 

“Athletic sports and es,”” he 
says, ‘‘can be made'a beneficent force 
in American education, but not by 
continuing their commercialism or by 
permitting them longer to retain their 
pre-eminence in| our distorted scale of 
academic values. They will never be 
abolished, and he would lack judg- 
ment who advocated that they should 
be. Their more valuable qualities can 
be. enhanced and bent to secure some 
of our educational needs that enable 
men to live as men should among 
their fellows. Their wndesirable ele- 
ments can’ be diminished. 

“Tf, then; educational virtue does 
fnhere in athletic sports from which 
the taint of commercialism and mass 
rivalry: has been eliminated, and if 
this taint may endanger even mass 
athletics, Only one course seems open 
to those institutions which, desire to 
render: intramural games serviceable 
ito education. Some form of financial 
support is required, sufficient to make 
resort to the methods: of the show- 
man and the professional sport pro- 
‘moter unnecessary. Hitherto, athletics 
has absorbed the college; it is time 
for the college to absorb athletics. 

Would Uplift Scholastic Temper. 

“Any institution whose alumni, 
undergraduates and Faculty desire 
wholesome and rational athetics can 
have it both within its own walls and 
in modified competition with rivals. A 
college that sets about securing such 
-athletics to itself may suffer defeat on. 
the _pl g field, its registration may 
diminish and its constituency may 
clamor; but its Faculty will in time 
discover a change in the scholastic 
temper of its studeht body, and its

PRESSER IS EXPECTED 
TO PLEAD NOT GUILTY 


Sing Sing Attaches Report Convict 
Will Testify in His Own Defense 
When Tried for 1921 Escape. 


Prison attachés at Sing Sing re- 
ported yesterday that ‘“Izzy’’ Presser 
intends to plead not guilty and to take 
the stand in his own defense when 
he is tried in Warren County for escap- 
ing from a road camp at Great 
Meadow Prison in 1921. Presser was 
indicted for the second time by the 
arren County Grand Jury last week, 
the first indictment for the same of- 
fense having been dismissed last year 
at the instance of James L. Long, 
State Superintendent of Prisons, who 
was about to release Presser from 
Sing on parole. until Governor 
Smith ordered an investigation, 

After he escaped from Great Meadow 
Presser went to New Jersey and was 
arrested there and in New York sev- 
eral times inthe next four years. He 
was finally returned to State prison 
in New York last year. Superinten- 
dent Long and Presser contend that 
the convict did not escape from Great 
Meadow but was shot and kidnapped 
by {friends who called there to see 
him, and that for that reason he 
shgtild be eligible for parole at once, 
instead of serving additional time as 
penalty for the escape.

His Library at St. Helena Are 
Bought by Gabriel Wells. 








HISTORY OF VOLUMES TOLD 





Belonged te Marie Antoinette, 
Then to the Louvre and Were 
Taken by Emperor tn Exile. 





. Four volumes, which formed part of 


the library of Napoleon at St. Helena, 
have been acquired by Gabriel Wells, 
145 West Fifty-seventh Street, and are 
now in New York, it was announced 
yesterday. | : 

Napoleon had 399 books at St. Hele- 
na. Only seven of these, it is said, are 
known to exist. Five of the seven are 
the memoirs of Cardinal de Retz ac- 
quired by Mr. Wells.

At St. Helena Napoleon planned to 
write a volume on Turenne, and, one 
theory put forward to account for the 
disappearance of the hook is that Na- 
poleon thumbed it to death. 


Set Was Made in 1770. 


‘The set was made in 1770 for the 
library of Marie Antoinette. The vol- 
umes were bound by Fournier in por- 
phry calf, sprinkled with black dots 
on a dark reddish background. The 
sides are bordered by three fillets with 
the arms of Marie Antdinette In the 
centre of each panel. The back is 
ornamented with flowers and at the 
bottom are the initials “Cc. T.” (Cha- 
teau de Trianon) with: the regal 
crown., The Memoires du Cardinal de 
Retz were d catalogued as of 
the Queen’s Library and remained at 
Trianon up to the Revolution when the 
Convention, in 1793, ordered the seiz- 
ure of Trianon with all its contents. 
An inventory of the brary, taken by 
order of the Convention, still exists 
in the Bibliotheque Nationale, under 
the title of “Catalogue des livres p 
venant de chez. la femme Capet au 
Petit Trianon, District et commune de 
Versailles, 1793”’ The Retz memoirs 
are entered as Item 622 in this in- 
ventory.

brate its establishment with a worthy 
and sdlemn commemoration of St. 
Prancis:of Assisi, whose high spiritual 
glory is today justly associated with 
the national ideal of the Italian people 
—of the Italian nation. 

“To this end, it, would be my. inten- 
tion to gather in the new house of 
Italian culture some of the works and 
memorials which art and religion and 
history have dedicated to the life of the 
saint, and by this means to reveal in 
part to the people of New York -the 
eternal migacle of the simplicity of the 
Friar of Assisi. - 

“This exposition, “it we call it so, 
should be a secular Italian. comple> 
ment, as ‘it were, of the world-wide re- 
ligious commemoration which will be 
observed by the order of St. Francis. 

YHowever, before taking any steps I 
desired to consult your Excellency in

America will never gave a better 
chance to win the British amateur 
¢hampionship than it has this year, 
according to Walter J.. Travis of: tlie 
Garden City Golf Club, the only repre- 
sentative of this country who ever won 
the British amateur. title.

square at Sandwich in 1904, since when 
practically. all of our outstanding 
figures have attempted to duplicate 
the feat at one time or another only 
to be turned back by the home. de- 
fenders. 

One,. however, came oc to the 
realization of his dream, bert A. 
Gardner, present Walker Cup captain, 
who at Muirfield, back in 1920, went 
to the final round. His oppenent then 
was Cyril Tolley, who finaly won out 
on the thirty-seventh hole ‘dropping 
a long putt for a one-stroke win. In 
1923, when the Americans last went 
abroad for the Walker Cup matches, 
Francis- Ouimet succeeded in gétting 
through to the semi-final round, where 
he: was-beaten by the eventual winner, 
Roger Wethered, after the Bostonian. 
had taken thé measure of Cyril 
ley in the previous round, ~ played in 
the morning. ; 

“Ot all the British championship 
courses (the British rotate their cham- 
pionships among. several old-estab- 
lished: courses) Muirfield bears — the 
closest /resemblance to courses and 
conditions to be found on this side of 
the Atlantic,” said Mr. Travis. “Asa 
matter of fact it is quite similar to 
the Garden City Golf Club course. It 
is a-course that will lend itself ad- 
mirably to the type of approach shot 
that Americans’ seem to be most ex- 
pert in playing—the high mashie nib- 
lick pitch shot to the green. On the 
seaside courses such as St. Andrews 
this type of shot is a more or less 
hazardous one, for the wind is apt to 
catch hold of the ball and carry it out 
of its desired course. 

“On seaside courses, except when 
conditions are absolutely’ favorable to 
the high pitch, which they seldom are, 
the British are much more dangerous, 
inasmuch as, either by choice or dire 
necessity, they have perfected the 


apt to go wrong and, to my mind, a 
far safer as well as easier stroke tp 
play. In order to be effective, the 
pitch shot has to be played to 
soft enough to hold the ball or into 
a head-on wind. When the greens are 
hard or with either a following or a 
cross wind, this type of shot is fraught 
with uncertainty.’ Using the. pitch 
and run, however, it ig_even 8 
to sometimes top the ball and yet'get 
the desired results. Because. of con- 
ditions so generally found abroad,

as a golfer—and with Jerty Travers 
he shares ‘the distinction of being the 
greatest amateur that this country has 
ever produced—he had a few ironclad 
rules.

THE SUBMARINE’S FUTURE. 

In the new naval disarmament con- 
ference the question of abolishing 
submarines may be raised by Great 
Britain again. At the Washington 
Conference she had a measure’of suc- 
cess in opposing the submarine. It 
was decided that “‘a merchant. vessel 
“must not be, destroyed unless the 
“crew and passengers have been first 
“placed in safety,’’ and ‘that no at- 
tack on such a ship should be made 
except after refusal to submit to visit 
and search. 
also condemned as an act of piracy 
the seizure and destruction of mer- 
chant ships when the humane rulés 
of warfare Were violated. The “ prac- 
“tical impossibility of using sub- 
“marines as commerce destroyers’’ 
was recognized. Other nations were 
invited to adhere to the agreement 
entered into by the United States, the 
British Empire, France, Italy and 
Japan. . 
-In the United States Naval Insti- 
tute proceedings for May is an article 
about the value of the submarine in 
warfare by Admiral Sprnpter of the 
German Navy. He had charge of the 
construction of submarines during the 
great war. The translation is by Com- 
mander W. P. BreHier, United States 
Navy, retired: It seems that before 
the outbreak of war in 1914 Germany 
had no -plan of using submarines 
against -an enemy’ s commerce, nor 
was her submarine force out of pro- 
portion to other units of the fleet. The 
submarine was regarded as pne ot the 
numerous. auxiliaries in naval war- 
fare. But when three English Cruisers 
were sunk by the U-9 in September, 
1914, ‘* without the slightest counter- 
offensive,’’ the type was added rapidly 
to the service. No fess than 343 hoats 
were placed in commission during 
the war. Germany dregy on her large 
reserve of officers and men for crews. 
The number of German submarines 
destroyed was 166, of which thirty- 
seven were sufik by mines and thirty- 
three by depth -charges.

LINE HAUL AND TERMINAL. 

The need of the Port of New York 
Authority is graphically set forth by 
its engineer, Major E.rav Cuurca,-in 
the current Packing and Shipping. It 
is a ‘Heed’ more and ‘more felt by all 
American ports. In economy of both 
manufacture and transportation we 
lead the=world, in spite of high labor 
costs, But between ' factory and car- 
rier there is a break, increasingly 
serious, Our. triumphs are those of 
individual initiative;:our shortcomings 
result from the defect of this quality, 
an intelligence so narrowly self-cen- 
tred as to be-blind to the possibilities 
of coordinated control. 

Major Cuurcg reckons that’90 cents 
out of every ‘‘ . transportation dollar ’’ 
goes for expenses other than the ** line 
haul." In this age of motor vehicles 
‘three. out ‘Of every four trucks 
“handling heavy freight in West 
** Street, Manhattan, still use horses.” 
The.reason is traffic congestion—time. 
‘Street speed averages four miles an 
hourfifive Hours out of‘every eight 
being-spent standing still; The motor 
truck ‘‘eats its head off’? more ef- 
fectually than any horse. A firm of 
wholesale distributers saved $150,000 
a year by moving to Brooklyn, where 
normal street speed is still possible. 
The waste of carriage to and from 
terminals is not confined to crowded 
cities. A firm at Ilion; N. Y., located 
only a palf mile from’ the canalj found 
it cheaper to bill am order of stetl 
from Buffalo by railway, which ‘had a 
siding to its factory. The cost: of 
trucking half a.mile was-alone greater 
than the entire rail rate from Buffalo. 
The plan of the Polt Authority is to 
have $ ** union off-linétreight stations °’ 
located in ‘all the various business 
centres of- Manhattan. A _ tractor> 
trailer service, running full trucks at 





The signatory Power hours of minimum street traffic, will 


connect’ these off-line terminals with: 
all’ rail heads, ‘thus minimizing the 
haul from factory, or warehouse and 
also reducing street congestion. - \ 

** Store to door delivery ’’ is increas- 
ing street traffic. The rough handling. 
of freight causes vast expense for 
wood and packing. Over one-tenth of 
theslumber-cut of the country goes 
into boxes and crates, which add 15 
per cent. to freight charges and proba- 
bly mu¢h more for packers’ labor. A 
typewriter firm in Connecticut found 
that boxes for its machines cost a 
dollar each. It fitted up motor trucks. 
each with 300 padded pigeenholes or 
nests, and now sends its product 100 
miles over the highways to its New 
York warehouse. The cost of motor 
haul being approximately the same as 
that of the motor-rail-motor haul, it 
thus saves $300 on each trip over the 
highway,‘ which is made in a single 
day. . — 

In the near future there will be cry- 
ing need of a system of highways for 
motor trucks and -their trailers. Ex- 
perts in city and regional planning are 
fortunately aware of this, as appeared 
in the recently issued program for 
road development on Long Island.

LIQUOR CONTROL IN CANADA, 

Although often \referred to as an 
accomplished fact and a proved 
remedy, Government control of liquor 
in Canada is still in the experimental 
stage. Canadians themselves , have 
not made up their minds whether to 
Hail it as a boon of the r-verse.

A FITTING MEMORIAL. 

Establishment at Princeton Univer- 
sity, through the generosity of Mr. 
Epwarp Box; of. a Woodrow Wilson 
Professorship of English Literature 
has*a double significance. It will help 
to perpetuate at Princeton the name 
of a man who*had a distinguished 
career there as & teacher before he 
entered publig life. Moreover, it singles 
out one attainment of his in which 
even his enemies ‘agree that he was. 
eminent. At Princeton, where nearly 
everything else respecting Mr. WILSON 
is still in ‘vehement controversy, no 
one denies that he \was. the master. of 
a singularly vivid.and attractive Eng- 
lish ‘style. "It could not pertiaps be 
said of him before he. went into pou- 
tics, as it,was said of GoLDwIN SMITH, 
that ‘‘ his pen was a power in the 
State,’? but from it had flowed essays, + 
speeches, and books, which marked 
him as a writer apart. ‘He does not} 
appear to have been widely read in 
English literature, but he,read deeply. 
He had a few favorites, like Burke 
and Bacguot, whose, thought and 
style’ entered ldrgely into the fibre of 
his own. ff any professor can be 
found to ledd Princeton students into 
such studies as Mr. WILson followed, 
with the object: of learning how to 
write with precision and grace, it will 
be entirely appropriate that he should: 
occupy a Chair. bearing ‘the name of 
Wooprow: WILSON. *. 

It ‘has:heen said that ‘‘a literary 
‘*man who fs also a man of action 
‘isa two-edged weapon.’’ But he has 
always 'to be dn the watch lest one of 
the edges-cut his own hand, The témp- 
tation to consider a thing once neatly 
said as virtually done always besets 
the statesman who has a nice com- 
mand of language. We know that Mr. 
WILson did not altogether escape this. 
+His unusual gift of expression seemed 
sometimes to induce him to ascribe 
an efficient :power, almost’ a magic 
effect, to mere ‘words. Doubtless he 
intended to live up to them, but occa- 
sionally showed . himself’ impatient of 
the practical and severe: labor neces- 
sary to translate rhetoric into achieve- 
ment. Perils such as these will doubt- |}: 
less be pointed out to young aspirants 
at Princeton who’ aim to be doers as 
well as -writers.. 

The acveptance of Mr. Box’s gift 
by ‘the university authorities may be 
taken as.a sign that the old. ani- 
mosities at Princeton connected with 
Mr. ‘Wi.son are in the way of partial 
appeasement. In time, it may be 
hoped, they will disappear or be for- 
gotten, as acu (judgments approach 
the final ‘* assessmen — use a 
favorite word of his own—of his char- 
acter and public services.

The men started 
out in the new car to test it, with 
Bond driving. They had proceeded 
only a short distance when, in trying 
to turn around, the per was driven on, 
the trolley tracks stalled. 

A limited trolley, traveling at/a 
speed estimated at fifty miles an hour, 
crashed into the machine, dragged it 
500 feet, broke three telegraph ‘poles 
and reduced the automobile to wreck- 
age. 

Passengers on the trolley told the 
Coroner that the motorman: jumped 
away from the controller box when the 
automobile was hit,, and this probably 
accounts for the car traveling such a 
long distance after the collision, carry- 
ing the auto with it. The motorman 
declared he saw the:car about 100 feet 
away, applied the brakes blew his

WASHINGTON, May 23.—That there 
goon will be a marked improvement,

Fatification of the French debt agree-

The latest advices from Paris indi- 
eate that the debt corr act will receive 
favorable action, despite the opposi- | ’ 
tion there, and there seems little — 
of similiar result here. 

The program agreed to among the 
political leaders- here was to await 
action by the French Parliament 
before ‘placing it before the Senate, 
and as the chances now are that Con- 
gress will not adjourn until June 15 
or later, it. will be possible to do so. 

The unsuccessful efforts to stabilize 
Belgian currency show that it {will be 
extremely difficult to arrange until 
the French financial house is put in 
order. This fact makes even keener 
the interest. -vith which the outcome 
of the fight to obtain ratification of 
the French debt with the United 
Btates is big awaited, * fe. —— 
Banking ———— cannot "ip carried 
out until that problem is settled. 

Expect Action Here in June. 


President Coolidge wants the French 
@ebt agreement ratified in this session, 
but for'a time, it appeared this might 
not be possible, if the measure was not 
to be placed before the Senate until 
after action by the French Parliament, 
which convenes on May 27.

PASSAIC, N. J., May 23.—Under the 
auspices of the Associated Societies 
and Parishes of Passaic and Vicinity, 
which ig an outgrowth of the Slavic 
Committee which endeavored to settle 
the textile strike here, 20,000 strikers, 
their children and sympathizers parad- 
ed the principal streets of this city 
this afternoon, carrying banners pro- 
testing the continuance of the strike, 
which enters its eighteenth week to- 
morrow. 

Following the parade, the assemblage 
was joined by 5,000 more persons at 
First Ward Park, where an outdoor 
platform had been erected. Albert 
Weisbord, organizer, of the United 
Front Committee, was not in the 
parade nor was he a speaker. Gustav 
Kosic, editor of the Catholic Sokol, 
told the workers they should first 
make sure of a union which would be- 
come a political power. The city and 
State Government could -be controlled 
if this were done, he said, and even 
the election of United States Senators 


could be swung to workers’ candi- 
dates.

Rich Toltec Mines May Yield Their Secrete; 
American to Survey the Age-Old Workiagy 





WASHINGTON, May 23.—Mines which 
gave their wealth of gold and silver to 
the Toltecs of Mexico when the Span- 
ish conquistadors discovered them ‘00 
years ago, and-have since produced 
uncegsingly, will be included ina min- 
eralogical survey by Dr. W. F. Foshag, 
a Smithsonian geologist who is.

ARGENTINE FLIGHT 
STARTS HERE TODAY 


Sportsman and Two Fliers. Will 
Try to Reach Buenos Aires 
in Six Days. 


CARRY  COOLIDGE \ LETTERS 


Plane Has : Successful Test Over 
Harbor and Then Is Named by 
Army Airman’s Wife. 


Following a half hour’s test flight 
over New York harbor and Staten 
| Island, the Savoia flying boat in 
which Bernardo Duggan, Argentine 
sportsman, and two Italian aviators 
will attempt to make a flight to 
Buenos Aires, was named the Buenos 
Aires in the presence of the Argentine 
Chargé d’Affaires, Eduards Raceds, 
and other diplomatic, consular and 
army air service officers at Miller 
Field, Staten Island, yesterday after- 
noon. At the conclusion of the cere- 
monies Sefior Duggan announced that 
everything was in readiness for the 
hop-off early this morning. 

Sefior Duggan, who will be accom- 
panied by Captain Eduardo Oliviero 
and Lieutenant Ernesto Campanelli, 
both formerly of the Italian air ser- 
vice, hopes to make the journey to the 
Argentine capital in six days, allowing 
for fifteen stops en route. The. mail 
steamer time ié6 twentj-one days be- 
tween this port and Buenos ‘Aires. 

Before the ceremonies yesterday 
afternoon Captain Oliviero and Lieu- 
tenant Campanelli took the ship aloft 
to try out the 450-horsepower Renault 
motor and found it working smoothly. 
It drove the ship at — 100 to 110 
miles per hour.

The plane was then brought to Mil- 
ler Field, where Mrs. George L. Usher, 
wife of Captain Usher of the Army 
Air Service, broke a bottle of cham- 
pagne across. the bow and‘ named it 
the Buenos Aires. The name was 


painted on the bow in blue and white, 
the national colors of the Argentine 
Republic. 

As the fuel capacity of the Buenos 
Aires is only 250 gallons, sufficient to 
keep it in the air for approximately 
nine hours, Sefidr Duggan plans to 
make the trip to the Argentine in fif- 
teen laps. He plans to fly today to 
Charleston, S. C., but may possibly 
make a landing at Hampton Roads, 
Va. He will then continue down the 
coast to Miami, crossing over to Cuba, 
where a stop will be made at Havana 
and Guantanamo. 
hop off to Cape Haitien, thence by 
way of Martinique and Trinidad to 
the mainland of South America at 
Paramaribo. He will head south down 
the coast, stopping at seven other 
ports before reaching Buenos Aires, 
his goal.

W. H. Allen Would Use $328,000 
Left of Pay Rise Money to 
Increase Inspectors. 


TRANSFER LEGAL, HE SAYS 


Declares. Remainder Is Too Small to 
Equalize Salaries Greatly and Would 
‘.» “Ald ‘Mayor to Keep Pledge. 


Use of, the $328,000 remaining in the 
fund to increase salaries of city em- 
ployes to provide additional tenement 
house inspection was suggested yes- 
terday by William H. Allen, Director 
of the Institute for Public Service, and 
Mrs. Ruth Pratt, member of the Board 
of Aldermen. Mrs. Pratt’s bill to pro- 
vide additional- tenement house super- 
vision was vetoed by Mayor Walker 
last week on the ground that the city 
had reached its limit of special revenue 
ponds it could legally issue, and that 
‘an: appropriation for more tenement 
house inspection would Have to wait 
until next year. 

“Last October before election the 
Hylan Board of Estimate on Controller 
Craig’s adyice put $1,000,000 in the 
budget for departmental salary in- 
creases this year if the tax levy should 
yield: enough money,’ Mr. Allen said. 
“This sum was expected.to raise sal- 
ary levels not more than $1,000,000. 

“By postponing. the increases until 
last week, however, the Walker. board 
raised the yearly salary level over 
$1,000,000 by spending $672,000 on salary 
increases for the eight months left this 
yéar. At the same time it tagged the 
$828,000 still remaining in the grab-bag 
for later salary increases this year. 
Whether it will be so spent as to raise 
the yearly pay level $500,000 or $2,000,- 
000, instead of the $1,000,000 which was 
promised last October, depends on the 
week the probable increases take 
effect. « 

“This $328,000 may —— be trans- 
ferred at any time up to Dec. 31 to any 
other purpose than salary increases. It 
ig most unlikely that it will be allowed 
to stay unused and go back to tax- 
payers. It is too smail to do any im- 
portant equalizing of salaries, but it is

FINDS DEATH IN BATHROOM 


Writes Farewell Note and Turns on 
Gas Before Using Pistol—Rela- 
tives Find Bodies. 


Frederick Raabe shot and killed his 
daughter, a bed-ridden paralytic, last 
night, and then ended his own life with 
a bullet from the same weapon, in 
their home at 892 Jefferson Avenue, 
Brooklyn. 

So that there would be no possibility 
of failure in seeking his own death, 
Raabe locked himself in the kathroom 
and turned on the gas jet after he 
placed a rubber tube from the burner 
in his mouth. He then fired the shot 
that ended his life. a : 

The tragedy was discovered when the 
gas fumes permeated the hallways, | ‘ 
and relatives forced.an entrance. 

Raabe, a machinist, 62 years old, was 
left to care for his daughter Evelyn, 
22 years old, when his wife died a year 
ago. The girl was paralyzed from the 
waist down and unable ‘to help her- 
self. His wife's sister, Mrs. Henry 
Ehling, who, with her husband, lived 
on the same floor as the father and 
daughter, did her best to look after the/ in 
girl. But the worry and anxiety of his 
daughter preyed on the man’s mind 
and before he used the pistol yéster- 
day he wrote a note, which was after- 
ward found by the police. It read: 

“T can’t stand this mental agony any 
longer. My nerves are wrecked. Good- 
bye to all. There is $38 in the tin box, 
and my will and bank account will 
take care of all expenses.” 

Then he added, evidently as the ap- 
palling realization of what he was 
about tq do sank into his mind: “O 
God, forgive me.” 

The girl evidently was killed in her 
sleep. Her body was found lying on 
a couch in the parlor on the second 
floor. 

The Ehlings returned home about 8 
o'clock in the evening and Mr. Ehling 
noticed the odor of gas. He tried the 
door of the Raabe apartment but it 
was locked. Then he went to the fire- 


escape and opened a window. The 
rush of gas from the apartment al- 
most caused him to collapse, but in a 
short time he was able to grope his 
way in to the apartment, where he 
found Evelyn’s body. 

Mr. Ehling called Bergeant Hoar ahd 
a patrolman of the Ralph Avenue Sta- 
tion and they found the oni of the 
father lying on the bathroom floor.

BP ys only the 
history of the people of Israel, but 
that of Rome, Greece, Russia and the 
United States record how men in- 
spired by the presence of the Al- 
mighty have framed events and shaped 
the progress of mankind.”

“It is sometimes a good idea to tabu- 
late the things you're expecting God

It has been the regular experience in 


steel, almost from time immemorial, 
for stocks to accumulate when de- 
mand was good and to be liquidated 
when conditions turned more or less 
unfavorable. Thereby the fluctuations 
in steel purchases and shipments were 
greater than the fluctuations in the 
tate _of actual consumption. Now 
there is a very close adjustment. 


Trade Reflects Present, Not Future. 


Thus the steel market has_lost, at 
least for the present, the barometric 
character that used to be so generally 
recognized. Now it represents what 
is currently occurring rather than 
what is going to occur. ‘The course 
of steel production and shipments may, 
be succinctly stated by saying that in 
the four months through February 


there was-an average steel mill a 
tion of about 87 per cent., 
showing 92 per cent. and April 88 per 
cent., making 88 per cent. for the six 
months, while in the first three weeks 
of May. the average has been slightly 
above 80 per cent., with no downward 
trend whatever in the past week.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE RATES. 





In the ebb and flow of the French 
and Belgian francs last week, as this 
was dictated first by a wave of selling 
having its origin abroad, and inter- 
twined with speculative pressure and 
financial conditions in each country, 
then ‘a smashing upturn at the appear- 
ance of official support, bahkers and 
dealers witnessed the most interesting 
movement in foreign exchanges in a 
long time. The gyrations were of the 
wildest sort, culminating at its worst 
in record low levels. The daily turn- 
over in each ran tremendously beyond 
any total hitherto traded in. 

Apprehension over thé French Cham- 
ber’s ratification of the debt agree- 
ment; the hinder of London loan nego- 
tiations, and “flight of capital’? com- 
bined to bring-a collapse in the French 
unit to 2.72 and the Belgian document, 
to 2.73% cents respectively. These 
levels forced drastic action by the

Building adversities of the hour seem 
to have virtues of their own, accord- 
ing to the observations recorded by 


Allen E. Beals in the: current Dow 


Service Daily Building Reports. 

At least there does not appear to be 
yin evidence 
‘over the sag that has occ@rred in the 
“volume and value of projected city and 
national building construction. When 


4 it reached a differential of 6.6 per 


cent. between March and April it was 
generally thought that builders and al- 


‘ lied’ interests would be moaning the 


slump. The trade, however, has de- 
veloped anything but that mood. 

The sag~ was, and still is. being, 
looked upon as a good thing, with so 
little that is. bad about it as to cause 
the general building construction in- 
dustry no concern. 

Contractors see in*it a good chance 
for some healthy ‘‘snowball” melting, 
as far as prospective bonuses and over- 
time at the newly established rates 
aro concerned. 

Building material manufacturing in- 
terests see in it hope long deferred of 
catching. up with a whole lot of un- 


filled orders. 

Subcontractors who supply to build- 
ings under construction or alteration 
the three thousand odds and ends that 
go to make up the construction and 
equipment and operating apparatus 
of modern buildings, frony homes to 
hangars, were too busy digging back 
over old files and records to fish out 
plans, estimates and specifications on 


_ which they wrote ‘‘too busy to figure,”’ 


“abandoned” or “indefinitely de- 
“‘ferred,’’ during the peak of last year’s 
boom, to see any ill omens at all. 

The continued high rate of contract 
awards as reported by well-known 
authorities on building construction, as 
opposed to the decline in projects being 
filed, speaks most eloquently of the 
quantity of last yéar’s deferred build- 
ing projects that are coming out now 
for re-estimating. 

Most of the owners of these deferred 
projects when called up and asked what 
prompted them to revive these old jobs 
for re-estimating at this time, said 
they thought they could get better 
prices, with more chance of completion 
within schedule, now th-t the building 
trades wage rates had been so far ad- 
justed and peace ong building trades 
workers was more likely than it was 
six or more months ago. They were 
also figuring on some cutting in build- 
ing material prices. 

They were not particularly concerned 
about whether there had been over- 
construction in New York City.. Any-

way. ‘May 1 had come and gone-and 
they one that ——— had occurred 
to em think that New York 
City oo to stop growing, — 
they aid. not think that the. effect of 
the Governor’s signing of the Housing 
bill would develop into the form of ac- 
tual wholesale housing construction 
much before 1928, when, they said, pri- 
vate enterprise in building construc- 
tion would probably begin to drop way 
down. That is when the State housing 
celief will function best, they thought. 

Building material manufacturers 
were more concerned about trying 
their best to get building materials 
int> New York City fast enough to take 
care of present demand. ~They are 
shipping common brick to this market 
by rail from as far. west as Ohio and 
Fennsylvania. 

One of the. largest manufacturers in 
New Jersey refused to make any quo- 
tations at all for New York City deliv- 
ery, saying they ould not take another 
order. “ 

William Barnes of Barnes, McNa- 
mara & Morrissey, probably the largest 
4} New York City distributers of Hudson 
common brick at wholesale, said at the 
week-end: that they’ could not get 
enough brick here to keep building 
construction going as fast as it could 
go if there was enough brick on hand, 
although he said ‘the manufacturers 
were loading and shipping up the river 
as fast as they possibly could.- ‘ 

_Telegraphic reports to the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association as 
of May 15.showed that unfilled orders 
at 237 Southern pine mills and West 
Coast mills amounted to 747,102,542 
board feet, against 715,815,000 board 
feet for 236 mills the week before. 

April structural steel bookings 
showed 71 per cent. of shop capacity 
busy, as compared with 68 per cent. 
in March, although in April, 1925, the 
fabricated shop capacity was 76 per 
cent. occupied. April fabricated steel 
shipments were 80 per cent. of the 
capacity, as compared with shipments. 
a yeat ago in April of 76 per, cent. 

It is estimated by the Dow Service 
that there is a back-log of deferred 
or delayed building construction of 
about $350,000,000 in New York City. 
Much of it is being refigured for pos- 
siblé,appearance as 1926 building work, 
to take the place of any shortage in 
new projects and investment as shown 
by the building bureaus. 

This back-log, it should be remem- 
bered, has no relationship to current 
official records. It is this construc- 
tion work, now coming out in volume, 
that makes the wide difference be- 
tween the rate of plan filings, which 
show a decline in building activity; and 
the great demand for building ma- 
terials, which is taxing the capacity of 
/nuilding — manufacturers to de- 
liver. 


HAT FACTORY REOPENS. 


Peekskill Plant Closed Several Years 
Starts Again Today. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 

PEEKSKILL, May 23.—After the 
Peekskill Hat Works, which was a 
booming concern until it closed, after 
a strike, remained shut down for nearly 
four years, arrangements were per- 
fected today to reopen the plant, to- 
morrow. 

The police were notified that the 
concern which had taken over the 
works to make different styles of 
head dress would employ before long 
500 Hands and that seventy-five em- 
ployes would be put to work at once. 
The hat factory, before it closed in. 
i922, had employed from 600 to 800 
workers. 

The increase in the tariff on hats has 
stimulated the hat-trade for American 
manufacturers. Formerly many hats 
were imported from Germany.

MORE LEAVE CITY 
BY RAIL THAN ARRIVE 


Yet Population Mounts, 42d St. 
Association Reports—Answer 
to Riddle Sought in Survey. 


The numer of railroad passenger 
departures from New York City ex- 
ceeds the number of arrivals, accord- 
ing to the Survey Committee. of the 


and Merchants’ Association, which in 
its suryey work will try to account for 
the discrepancy. . This announcement 
was made yesterday by the association 
as the first result of its survey of 
mid-Manhattan, the: area. inclu be- 
tween Thirtieth and Sixtieth Streets 
and the East and Hudson rivers! 
Edward W. Forrest, Secretary of the 
association, said that the railroads 
furnished the*most important means 


was directly measurable, and that rail- 
road statistics should typify the trend 
of: population in one direction or the 
other. “But they do not,” he said. 
“For instance, during the year 1919 
the number of railroad passenger ar- 
rivals into. New York City was 1,022,- 
292 fewer than the number of de- 
partures. 

“Mid - Manhattan, meanwhile, in- 
creases its population at a rate in the 
neighborhood of 8 per cent. every year, 

ng transit growth, increase in tele- 
phone subscribers, building develep- 
ment within the area, &c., as popula+ 
tion barometers. Here are two facts 
which seem to contradict one another. 
One of our purposes is to explain such 
apparent discrepancies. 

‘‘Mid-Manhattan is chiefly a commer- 
cial section. Its. residential popula- 
tion is not large; its working popula- 
tion,. however, is enormous. Since 
tenants in mid-Manhattan. offices are 
recruited. from all parts of all five 
boroughs of New York City as well as 
from outlying towns,. facts pertaining 
to mid-Manhattan population must re- 
flect the average condition throughout 
the city. 

“‘A comparison of the number of tel- 
ephone subicribers in mid-Manhattan 
gives the direction of population 
change and an approximation of its 
degree. The present figure is 71,071. 
In 1919 it was 37,359. The increase 
for five years is 52 per cent., an av- 
erage annual increase, through com- 
pounding, of approximately 9 per cent. 

“The number of persons. entering 
mid-Manhattan subway or elevated 
stations in 1920 was. 209,193,779. The 
1925 figure was 291,123,936.‘ The annual 
increase was about 6 per cent. 

“The use of electrical power in mid- 
Manhattan has doubled in five years. 
ac 1920 the figure was 160,608,440, in 


41925 it was 323,804,750 kilowatt hours. 


An increase in electrical consumption 
implies an increase in office tenancy, 
which, in turn, implies an increase in 
working population. 

“All our, methods for measurement 
are indirect. Restaurant patronage, 
in so far as it can be ascertained, com- 
parisons of pedestrian traffic, &c. are 
being used. So far our data indicate 
Lan. average population increase be- 
tween 5 per cent. and 10 per cent. 
Where this population comes from is 
an interesting and important point, 


instead of a rise. 

“To account for this seeming con- 
tradiction between facts a study is 
being made of automobile traffic into 
and out of the city and of population 
drift from one part of the city to 
another.”
